The editorial in RIN 291 suggesting that 
Amtrak’s corporate headquarters be moved out 
of Washington has merit, but in order to solve 
the new problems with rail passenger service, 
we must go further. © 

We must realize that Amtrak has become 
a typical Washington DC bureaucracy which 
has gained power at a frightening rate over the 
last few years—typical in the sense that like 
other bureaucracies it wants to create its own 
comfortable niche while giving in return as 

. little service as it can get away with. Too 
many of us haven’t seen this coming. 

I watched the butchery of my state’s serv- 
ice in 1981 with the loss of the PACIFIC IN- 
TERNATIONAL and the re-routing of the Se 
attle section of the EMPIRE BUILDER to the 
Wenatchee line. Later I watched Wyoming 
robbed of its service exactly the same way we 
were robbed of much of ours. And before 
either of these, Willmar, Morris and Breckin- 
ridge, Minnesota were stripped of their service 
without any sort of due process. You will 
note that two of these occurred under Alan 
Boyd, one under Graham Claytor. This shows 
that we should not blame Mr. Claytor for Am- 
trak’s arrogant high-handedness.

Had anyone realized the significance of 
those early moves, we might have had two years 
to get going on lobbying Congress to restrict 
Amtrak’s right to make route and service deci- 
sions.

Boston’s South Station, one of the shabbiest major rail terminals in the US., is. 
finally receiving the $106 million needed to convert the MBTA-owned facility, used _ 
by Amtrak and the MBTA commuter and subway trains, into a modern and efficient 
transportation center. Phase one scheduled for completion by mid-1986, will see the 
renovation of the terminal building and the east wing and the construction of an en- 
tirely new west wing, concourse and elevated platforms. Later phases call for a new 
bus station, parking facilities, an office building and hotel, an exposition center, and 

a direct connection to the Red.Line. At present, incoming rail passengers must walk 
outside the terminal to reach the subway entrance. 

At North Station, where train service was suspended after a fire destroyed the 
Charles River trestle, an $11.3-million contract has been awarded to replace the _ 
bridge, and to rebuild the station’s tracks, platforms and canopies. The scheduled 
completion date is Apr 20, 1985, earlier than predicted. Thanks to RTN reader 
Charles Bahne for these items. ~ kkk 

Most SEPTA fares increased July 1 with the flat fare on Philadelphia’s buses, 
trolleys and subways rising from 75 to 85 cents. Off-peak handicapped and peak 
senior citizen fares rose from 35 to 40 cents. Increases in the off-peak, weekly and 
monthly transit fares were scheduled for Jul 9 or Aug 1. Commuter rail fares, 
especially those in the outer zones, will be decreased Sep 1 in an effort to boost lag- 
ging ridership, currently 75,000 a day as opposed to 100,000 four years ago.

In a July 8 Washington Post follow-up article that discussed the fierce competi- 
tion amongEastern, New York Air and People Express in the lucrative NY-Washington 
market, Amtrak Metroliner Service has been making substantial inroads. Train rider- 
ship has risen 20.6% from Oct 1983 thru May 1984 (compared to Amtrak’s 5.4% in- 
crease nationwide) and 26.2% in May alone when compared to last year (0.7 nation- 
wide). Eastern and New York Air charge $65 peak, while Metroliner fare is $47, and 
the main market for all three carriers is business travel. People Express, with only six 
flights a day from Newark to National Airport, charges $27 off-peak and $40 peak, 
and its market is mainly non-business travel, a market that Amtrak also serves with its 
conventional trains, with an excursion fare of $56. Amtrak said the Metroliners car- 
tied about 3770 people a day in May between New York and Washington, or almost 
as many as Eastern and New York Air combined. These figures evidently include all 


Metroliner ridership, not just between end points.

RAIL CANADA 


SUPERLINERS IN CANADA: Transport Minister Lloyd Axworthy announced 
on Jul 6 that VIA Rail will lease a Superliner trainset from Amtrak to test its suit- 
ability in Canadian operating conditions. They will be used on the PANORAMA 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton from Sep 15 to Dec 1 and from Jan 1, 1985 to 
Easter, 1985 on an experimental basis. The trainset will consist of a locomotive, a 
coach, a baggage coach, a sleeper and a dining car. Axworthy said the experiment 
will take place concurrently with a prototype development program to evaluate 
options for equipping transcontinental trains. He said that the shorter train with 
more people per car would result in savings to VIA of about $50 million per year 
if the Superliners were introduced to transcontinental service permanently. 

AN RTN READER, Chris Anderson of Philadelphia, received a reply this month 
from Transport Minister Axworthy to his inquiry about Ottawa-Toronto service. 
Axworthy said, “My mid-1984, VIA will have spent some $41 million to upgrade the 
rail infrastructure between Ottawa and Brockville. This improvement will allow a 
reduction in travel time of up to 55 minutes so that certain trains will be able to 
make the Ottawa-Toronto trip in four hours. VIA is proposing to discontinue the 
overnight train and its early morning Ottawa-Kingston bus service and replace them 
with an early morning all-rail service operating on an accelerated schedule.” He said 
the change will be reviewed by the Canadian Transport Commission, with an oppor- 
tunity for public input and objections. The CTC has evidently not yet decided 
whether to hold public hearings on the proposed change. 

MONCTON-EDMUNDSTON TRAIN will begin operation in September rather 
than on Aug 8. VIA claimed equipment shortages is causing the delay. Transport 
2000 President Guy Chartrand held a press conference recently in Edmundston, 
at which he criticized the delay. Rail advoctes believe that Canada’s Federal election 
on Sep 4 could help stimulate action on the service. Rail supporters are being asked 
to contact their local candidates. 

ONLY 27 LRC trains out of 50 were operational in the month of May. Critics 
find the basic design faulty, with wear becoming excessive above 90mph, so that 
maintenance costs skyrocket. They say there is no assurance that a second generation 
of such trains will lack these mechanical deficiencies. 

MONTREAL-HALIFAX “ATLANTIC” should be returned, demands citizens of 
the Maritimes. The Board of Trade in Saint John, N.B. has collected 20,000 letters 
asking for the train’s reinstatement. The Mayor of Saint John told reporters this 
month that she has telegramed Transport Minister Axworthy asking for a quick deci- 
sion on the train. The ATLANTIC was discontinued among Transport Minister’s 
cutbacks in 1981. 

THE LRC DERAILMENT on the Toronto-Ottawa line Jun 21, reported last 
issue, was evidently the work of a 17-year old youth from Richmond. Altho suffer- 
ing psychiatric problems, the youth was deemed fit to stand trial for the sabotage of 
a switch in Nepean that sent the 4-car train onto a spur line, slightly injuring 27 
people. 

CANADIAN TRANSPORT COMMISSION announced Jul 18 that the public 
hearing started Jun 18 on objections to a CN and CP proposal to acquire certain 
Canadian properties of Conrail of Philadelphia, will continue in London, Ontario 
Jul 30 to Aug 10. 

RAILWAY AND PUBLIC officials and 37 passengers turned out for the inaugural 
on Jun 4 of same-day roundtrip rail service between Port Hawkesbury and Halifax. 
The scheduling allows a-6-hour layover in the capital city, Halifax. 

HEAD-ON COLLISION Jun 18 between a freight and a work train resulted in 
the suspension of four crewmen on the British Columbia Railway. The wreck oc- 
curred about 15km north of Prince George, damaging eight locomotives, one of 
them a total loss. - 
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FASTER OTTAWA-TORONTO runs scheduled for Aug 1 have been delayed 
because the Canadian Transport Commission has decided to hold public hearings 
before approving tue speedups. Altho VIA has completed $38 million in track im- 
provements between Ottawa and Brockville, the CTC said that the signals on that 
track are not adequate to handle the higher speeds. In addition, the CTC will hold 
public hearings in September on discontinuance of the overnight train.on the route.

REDWOOD REGIONAL RAILROAD Authorityhas been authorized by the Cali- 
fornia state legislature and becomes effective when the Northwestern Pacific. Railroad 
is abandoned. The Authority will permit the four counties involved to acquire the 
line (provided funds are available) and to use it for commuter and/or freight opera- 
tions. A San Rafael newspaper editorialized Jul 24 that the freight and commuter 
promoters need to get together to seek support for the line, and that it could be a 
great system if all goes well. — 

CITY OF AUSTIN, Texas has been making arrangements with four railroads that 
want to buy the local Southern Pacific line that SP wants to abandon, so it can ob- 
tain a share of the track usage for mass transit use.. A decision on what to do with 
the line is expected from SP in early August. 

SAN FRANCISCO MUNI Railway on Jul 30 published its first schedule booklet 
since 1912. It had printed 160,000 copies of the schedule, which cynical riders 
immediately said won’t be adhered to. In other Muni news, a.$1.5 ‘million. out-of- 
court settlement was announced Jul 16 to a 65-year old woman who lost both legs 
in a Muni bus accident Jul 24, 1983. The Mayor of San Francisco on Jul 30 an- 
nounced the offer of a $5000 reward to information on a passenger who threw acid 
into the eyes of a Muni driver on Jul 27. 

TORONTO’S GO TRANSIT raised fares about 5% on July 1. The system an- 
nounced plans for stepped-up service for the visit of the Pope Sep 14. A Royal visit 
scheduled for July 19-21 was postponed. — 

NEW YORK TIMES began a series of three front-page articles analyzing the pre- 
sent state of the city’s subways, on July 30. 

DOT SECRETARY DOLE said July 25 that developers and architects had been 
chosen to finish the $40 million renovation of Washington Union Station. In three 
years, said Dole, the station will be “a beautifully restored transportation center.” .. 

THE BOSTON MBTA is proceeding with rehabilitation of North Station, damaged 
by fire last winter. Summer of next year is the expected completion date. 

SEPTA’S JULY 22 timetables do not show the station stop time at 30th Street 
for the 5:10pm outbound weekday express trip to Elwyn. The station stop time is 
5:14, SEPTA said in an apologetic flyer. 


ERMA MESS 5 “CRC Oa i gE RO PRE 
AMTRAK HAS FOUR FATAL WRECKS DURING JULY 


Amtrak and the safety of railroads suddenly became the talk.of the public in - 
etd fa four. fatal wrecks occurred.on Amtrak, three of them in the space of one 
week. : 

In brief summary, the wrecks were as follows: 
8 July 4 in Elgin SC.a Florida train collided with a pickup truck at a crossing, 
killing the two occupants of the truck. “ i 

u July 7 at Williston VT at 7:07am the northbound MONTREALER derailed 
on a flood-weakened piece of roadbed, killing five persons and injuring 137. 

= July 11 in McBee SC at 7:30am the northbound SILVER STAR struck a gas- 
oline truck at a poorly-protected crossing, killing the engineer and the truck driver 
and injuring five others. — 

@ July 23 at 10:45am the southbound SHORELINER and the northbound NEW 
ENGLAND ZIP collided headon on a viaduct in Queens, New York City, killing one 
person and injuring 125 others, some seriously. 

The July 7 MONTREALER wreck occurred during a period of heavy rainfall 
which had washed away the roadbed under the Central Vermont Railway tracks over 
a gulley. This was one of the most violent Amtrak wrecks in recent years; because 
some of the cars fell into the 22-foot deep culvert, with one car landing on top of 
a slumbercoach. Most of the deaths were apparently in the slumbercoach. Two of 
the fatally injured were crew, and three were passengers. The railroad reportedly 
had no warning of severe weather conditions, even tho the National Weather Service 
had issued a flash flood warning before the accident. Also, it was found that the 
train did not have a working radio which could have received weather warnings. 
Consist of the wrecked train was engines 202 and 211; cars 1184, 2915 “Pacific 
Hills”, 2083 (slumbercoach), 28302, 4729, 4715, 4606, 4704, 4730, 28301, 21880, 
21867, 21839. The train was carrying 278 passengers. 

In the July 11 wreck in South Carolina, the gasoline tanker truck exploded and 
burned for at least seven hours. Lead engine 386 was gutted by flame, and appeared 
to be a total loss. There were 309 passengers aboard, and four of them had minor 
injuries. The fireman in the cab suffered burns and broken bones. The train was 
traveling at 65 mph at the time of impact. A witness said that the truck driver did 
not stop before driving onto the tracks. The crossing was protected only by warning 
signs, and boxcars parked nearby may have made visibility poor. 

The July 23 headon collision in New York City was believed to be the fault of 
a confused or inexperienced signalman in a tower, where he had worked only a few 
days, altho he had been an Amtrak employee for about 10 years. It was found that 
the signalman had traces of marijuana and cocaine in his urine, but officials said that 
it was highly unlikely that the small amounts found could have affected his actions 
at the time of the wreck. The collision occurred on a viaduct leading to the Hell’s 
Gate Bridge. Both trains had to use one track, as a second was out of service for 
routine maintenance. A mixup in signalling put both trains on the same track in 
opposite directions. Their speed was not great at the time of impact, and none of 
the cars toppled over or leaned at a great angle after derailing. Consist of the south- 
bound SHORELINER was engine 936 and cars 21079, 20008 (Amcafe), 21234, 
21001 and 1243. Consist of the northbound NEW ENGLAND ZIP was engine 924 
and cars 21108, 21084, 21026, 21142, 21883, 20125, 1365 and 1138. It is believed 
that some of the cars were damaged beyond repair. The vestibule of car 21084 
was said to have been completely smashed in. Amtrak removed the last three or 
four cars off the ZIP to transport the slightly injured passengers to Penn Station. 
Amtrak ran a makeup train between New Haven and Boston, composed of engine

The Municipal Roller Coaster Runs Again

San Francisco’s creaky old cable cars returned to their bigger-than-life status as a 
major California tourist draw June 21 in one of the biggest local public celebrations 
seen in many years in the Bay Area. Police estimated that nearly 100,000 persons 
were drawn to downtown San Francisco by the Big Event.  ~ 
Of those, some 40,000 jammed Union Square adjacent to the Powell Street cable 


_ routes at 12 noon to hear Mayor Dianne Feinstein cheer the return of the cars, prais- 


ing all involved—designers, contractors and laborers—for their major accomplishment, 
nothing less than a major eyebrow-raiser in our day, of completing the 20-month 
project of replacing all track and carbarn machinery on time and within budget. 

The Mayor was accompanied by singer Tony Bennett, who warbled his most 
famous hit, “I Left My Heart in San Francisco”, to a crowd which roared enormous 
approval. Bennett’s lyrics lionize “the cable cars which.climb halfway to the stars” .. 
and at one count in recent years had been translated into 43 languages, both immor- 
talizing the 111-year old conveyances and helping provide The City with a lot of 
free tourist advertising. 5 ; 

After brave words by other municipal leaders-and-shakers, and a few light-hearted 
boos to the Urban Mass Transit Administrator who mentioned that the Reagan Ad- 
ministration supported cable cars, the Mayor and entourage departed by Powell 
Street single-ended cable car Number One northbound on Powell to California Street 
where an eastbound double-end California cable took the group to the eastern term- 
inus of the California line at Market and Drumm Streets. Here another 15,000 per- 
sons gathered for a second short ceremony. ~ 

As with Powell Street, lined by police barricades and jam-packed from Market to 
the base of Nob Hill, California Street also was heavily jammed with happy, easy- 
going crowds from Grant Avenue (main street of Chinatown) to Market. Clear wea- 
ther and a light breeze made weather conditions almost ideal. 

Of the 34 (out of 40) cable cars which returned to the carbarn for the June 21 
startup, 32 hit the street, almost all decorated in some fashion by their corporate 
sponsors, San Francisce businesses which had donated nearly $10 million—the local 
20% match money for the 80% Federal grant which made the rehabilitation project 
possible for $58.6 million excluding another $2 million from the local Municipal 
Railway budget to rehabilitate the cars and also to paint them and do other “house- 
cleaning”? chores while the cable slots were being ripped up and replaced. ; 

The project was billed as the largest single public works project in San Francisco 
since completion of the $1.5 billion BART project in the 1960s and 1970s. Indeed, 
the convenience to the public may have been much more. At times, writers described 
downtown San Francisco as resembling downtown Beirut at its worst, with many 
streets closed or barely passable. 

The reconstruction project had been brewing for several years. Altho the cable 
car routes are “frozen” into the city charter by a vote of the people, and thus cannot 
be discontinued unless by a popular vote, the Muni Railway management over the 
years has skimped on cable car maintenance (a similar program of neglect ruined the 
City’s 550-bus diesel fleet). Thru the 1960s and 1970s, Muni Railway managers, such 
as John Woods, an avowed diesel bus enthusiast, continued earlier programs of patch- 
and-paste on cabel car system maintenance, resulting in a downward spiral of deterior- 
ation thru the 1970s. : 

Several major cable car accidents and a number of shutdowns of the system em- 
phasized and re-emphasized that old components, including track structures dating to 
the late 1800s, could not continue indefinitely, especially under the brunt of heavy 
cable car traffic and pounding by heavy trucks and buses on roadbed built when the 
heaviest vehicles were horse-drawn. oe , 

Altho the California Street line was very well built by ex-SP rail baron and Cali- 
fornia Governor Leland Stanford, it had dated from Apr 10, 1878. The Powell Street 
route had been constructed on the cheap in 1887 and 1888 by the Sutro family, as 
part of a program to help funnel traffic to the family-owned Cliff House at the north 
end of Ocean Beach in the far west edge of the City. Some of the yokes, channel 
slots and related apparatus had simply vanished in places, leaving pockets of void 
beneath the streets. Many important devices to channel the moving cable ropes were 
either missing or inoperable. page 9 


By the late 1970s, it was a matter of either abandoning cable car operation, which 
would have entailed a major political battle in a city well-known for its divisive and 
fractionated politics; or of finding the money to rebuild the system completely, a 
program that would entail removing everything of the fixed plant except the walls of 
the cable car powerhouse. 

It is of great credit to the city government that this was actually accomplished, 
and with no opposition anywhere in the political process, as well as with practically 
no citizen complaints during the reconstruction program, despite its huge scope.

: The cable cars thus continue to run with honor, if not profit, in their home 
own! 

For those familiar with the former cable car system, nothing has changed, The 
cars still rumble on their welded rail as they did on the old jointed rail; and the 
cable humming in the slots sounds no different than in the old system, even tho the 
oder of pine-tar lubricant has given way to a chemical developed by Chevron, called 

Y-grip. 

: On the street, the old schedule patterns quickly were evident—slow operation 
with lots of layover time at each terminal, even tho lines at the terminal areas grew 
long and waits to board a cable very lengthy. This, according to Muni insiders, was 
due to a request by labor officials for an “easy” schedule, and a strong desire by 
Muni Railway manager Harold Geissenheimer not to rock the boat. 

_The cars, of course, run up a high accident rate, operating on streets where 
vehicle traffic and congestion has been high for years. On the evening of Jun 21, 
a California car collided with a taxicab at Mason and California as the taxi turned 
into the Mark Hopkins Hotel vehicle court. Passengers also may be victims, unfami- 
liar as they are with cable car customs and operations. First recorded injury to a 
passenger on the new system took place on the afternoon of Jun 21, only a few hours 
after the 2pm startup of regular servicefor the public when Ms. Angela Ambrosino 
of New York City received head lacerations after she leaned too far back in the front 
of a Powell car and was struck by a brake lever being pulled to the rear by the grip- 
man. Thus, the cable cars can be a lawyer’s best friend, despite a promise by City 
PUC President Nancy C. Levin at the startup festivities that we will now have another 
100 years of safe and reliable cable car service. We'll just mark that off to puffery 
and civic pride. 
_. Cable car buffs will note some major changes in the former track plant. The Cal- 
ifprnia line now features two new crossovers so that the double-end cars can be re- 
versed at points other than the Market or Van Ness Avenue terminals. This will allow 
cars to return to schedule more rapidly after a service delay. A new downtown cross- 
over, with a facing-point switch for eastbound cars, is located between Kearny and 
Montgomery Streets adjacent to the A.P. Giannini plaza at the foot of the 52-story 
Bank of America skyscraper headquarters building. 

A second crossover is located between Taylor and Jones Streets, trailing point for 
westbound cars, between Grace Cathedral and the Masonic Temple. A third change 
is not so obvious—on the trackage used for cars traveling to and from the barn on 
Hyde Street; track not used in regular service. At Washington and Hyde, a new ar- 
rangement cuts the northbound track into the eastbound track on Washington Street 
used by Powell & Hyde cars at the intersection, and not halfway thru the block to 
the north as in the old plan. 

Changes are: more evident on the Powell lines, which have historically been oper- 
ated by single-end cars using the famous “lazy Susan’’ turntables at the ends. At the 
outer turntables at Bay and Taylor Streets (Mason route) and Hyde and Beach Streets 
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(Hyde route) stub-end “dead tracks” have been constructed in which to store disabled 
cars, Movable casings on the slot allow for replacement of grips of both single-end 


and double-end cars. ; 
Forward of each turntable is a crossover allowing double-end cars to change ends 


by switching directly from the outbound to inbound tracks. This permits operation 
of double-end cars in the future despite the fact that the double-enders are too long 
to fit onto the turntables. 

At the Powell and Market turntable, a base for a crossover has been “built, but © 
the track is not yet in. A proposed track for disabled cars was stopped when the 
public discovered that the proposed spur would require relocation of a flower stand 
which has occupied the site for most of this century, at least. Apparently there are 
now no plans for a dead-track in this crucial zone, altho a siding-type dead track 
could conceivably be constructed on the west side of Powell one block north 
between Ellis and O’Farrell Streets, — 

Switchbacks have been constructed on both the single-end Powell lines—again a 
harbinger of coming operation of double-end cars on these routes. The first was a 
reactivation of the Filbert crossover on the Hyde line, a remnant of double-end 
operation on this route by the old O'Farrell, Jones & Hyde route which ceased in 
1954, A brand new crossover is located at Mason between Broadway and Vallejo. 
Both switchbacks are trailing points for northbound cars. 

At Columbus Avenue, the Mason-Taylor cars formerly operated on tracks in the 
center of the four-lane street. This increased accident chances where the northbound 
cars swung in Taylor Street from the center, or where southbound cars swung into 
Mason, The new track plan relocated the lines to the curb lanes, with grand, sweeping 
curves into Columbus at both ends, making car operation also less jerky.

West Coast Report 


SAN DIEGAN LINE ridership posted.a 10.1% ridership increase in June for 
the seven daily roundtrips, in spite of the presence of the California Metroliner, 
which averaged only 48 passengers per day northbound and 44 southbound. Amtrak 
noted hopefully that the new Metroliner is “building in poularity.” “There were 
123,598 revenue passengers on the SAN DIEGAN line in June, compared to 
112,254 in June, 1983. 

NORTHWESTERN PACIFIC RAILROAD abandonment efforts by SP are hit- 
ting snags as well as causing problems on the area’s Highway 101. No freight runs 
on the railroad north of Willits CA because of SP’s imposition of a $1200 surcharge 
per freight car to force a cutoff of business. The ICC initially rejected SP’s demand 
to abandon the line north of Willits, and now the state PUC complains that the 
railroad is not cooperating in allowing surveys of the railroad. Meanwhile on Highway 
101 between Willits and Eureka, much of which is a-winding, two-lane road, officials 
are complaining that an upsurge in lumber trucks because of the railroad’s lack of 
operation is causing more accidents, destroying the highway more rapidly, and fright- 
ening away the tourists. Apparently the only party seriously interested in purchasing 
the line is entrepreneur Bryan Whipple, but financial backing for such a venture will 
be hard to come by. 

PETITIONS TO SAVE the Napa Valley branch of the SP are being circulated by 
engineer Lou Schuyler who envisions a Napa-St. Helena tourist line with steam loco- 
motives. The petition would urgeNapa officials to obtain the line from SP, which 
wants to drop it. 

NEWLY FORMED RAIL advocate group TRAC, at its Jul 14 meeting in Sacra- 
mento heard speaker Gerald Meral, Director of the Planning & Conservation League. 
TRAC decided to associate itself with that group, and the League will help lobby 
for rail service. TRAC aims in the coming year to get into operation the four new 
rail passenger services outlined in its flyer.

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Better Times for the CARDINAL? 


The CARDINAL recorded substantial 
ridership increases in June. 

Amtrak has been increasing local ad- 
vertising for the CARDINAL during the 
month of June. As many as three ads 
have appeared in a given week in local 
and regional newspapers. No radio or 
TV ads have appeared. ~ 

Local TV stations in Huntington, . 
Charleston and Clarksburg WV have all 
filmed and broadcast feature stories in 
mid-June concerning the CARDINAL’s . 
scenic route between Huntington and 
White Sulphur Springs WV, thru the 
spectacular New River Gorge. 

Because of a new same-day roundtrip 
excursion between Ashland/Huntington/ 
Charleston and the White Sulphur Springs 
station, Amtrak stations in Huntington 
and Charleston have promoted (locally) 
the scenic roundtrip for people interested 
in taking a short train ride with family or 
friends. This option has seen a dramatic 
increase in passenger boardings at Hunting- 
ton and Charleston for the Sunday (only 
weekend train) departure of train 50. As 
many as 140 passengers have detrained at 
White Sulphur Springs on early June week- 
ends. Layover is one hour, 40 mins until 
the arrival of train 51. 

Due to the unmanned status of White 
Sulphur Springs station and the unavaila- 
bility of adequate waiting room facilities, 
late June saw a drop in White Sulphur 
Springs traffic from Huntington and 
Charleston, as passengers learn that there 
is only a 10x10 waiting room, no resi- 
rooms, no water fountain, and no train 
status available on the westbound no. 51. 
A drop in traffic to White Sulphur Springs 
has also been blamed on a lack of coach 
space being taken up by more long-dist- 
ance thru traffic between Chicago and 
Washington. The original station building 
is now used by a realty company. 

Both trains routinely carry 250 to 
300 passengers between Washington and 
Cincinnati with an average of 125-150 
boarding and detraining at Chicago. Traf- 
fic north of Philadelphia remains weak 
due to early morning hours, with an aver- 
age of 30-40 riders out of New York and 
late evening arrivals in New York with 
about the same passenger loads. 

On June 11, Amtrak’s Debbie Marcin- 
iack (Public Relations, Chicago) issued a 
press statement to AP and UPI wires that 
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the CARDINAL was doing ‘‘very well” 
and had advance bookings “cof 13% ahead 
of 1983 for the same period.” Further, 
Amtrak “expects the route to generate 
$1 million more revenue” under the new 
schedule pattern. s 

Amtrak computer connection lists if 
show the extent to which long-distance 
traffic has improved the rider totals on the, ., 
CARDINAL. An average of 50-75 CARD-* — 
INAL passengers at Chicago are now trans- 
fers to or from other long-distance Amtrak 
trains. The previous figure was virtually 
zero due to lack of connections. 

The Amtrak Arrow computer is part- 
ly to blame for a lack of connecting pas- 
sengers between train 50 and train 87/97. 
Under the new schedule, the eastbound 
CARDINAL is due to arrive Alexandria 
VA at 7:48pm, with the SILVER MET- 
EOR departing Alexandria at 8:47pm. ~ 
According to Amtrak Marketing, this is a 
guaranteed connection between trains, 
and this was supposed to provide new, 
convenient service to Florida. However, 
due to programming errors in Arrow’s 
availability displays, many CARDINAL 
route points show an overnight layover 
in Washington as the required option to 
Florida. Many city pairs remain “in er- 
ror’ and thus Arrow gives travel agents 
and the Amtrak Reservation Centers the 
first option of a Washington layover to 
train 82/92. When passengers hear this, 
they decide not to travel Amtrak. Yet

CARDINAL route ticket agents are cor- 
rectly routing people via Alexandria and 
have had some success in getting Amtrak 
programmers to correct the obvious er- 
rors.

The biggest problem affecting the .

the shortage of train equipment. At pre- 
sent each CARDINAL has a set: consist 
of: one baggage car, one 10/6 sleeper, 
one lounge car, and six coaches. This 
equipment “maximum” has routinely re- 
stricted the train’s ability to sell more 
space. Numerous incidents have occurred 
where the eastbound and westbound 
trains are sold out between Washington 
and Charleston WV, according to the 
Arrow computer. Amtrak employees in 
the field, on the CARDINAL line, have 
repeatedly requested that more coaches 
be added to the train, but have been told 
that six is the maximum available. 

During late June, a.second 10/6 slee- 
per has been operating on “every other 
trip”, since only one has become available. 
Reportedly, the second sleeper has been 
at least half-full and sometimes full, es pe- 
cially between Huntington WV and Chica- 
go in each direction. — 

A solution to the equipment shortage 
is not likely soon, since Amtrak is focuss- 
ing on the CITY OF NEW ORLEANS 
and the CRESCENT for the World’s Fair. 
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It is Amtrak’s Marketing Department 
which must approve an expansion of the 
number of coach lines assigned to any 
train, and since the CARDINAL’s coach 
line is set at six, train managers and oper- 
ations personnel who make up the trains 
are prevented from putting more than six 
coaches in the consist even tho one or 
two coaches might be available in the 
yards. The irony to this problem is that 
the CARDINAL must meet PM/TM cri- 
teria with only a tri-weekly operation, 
while other trains have a daily operation 
in which to attract customers. Logically, 
the CARDINAL should get as many coa-

GRAHAM CLAYTOR’S LETTER published here last issue, on the subject of 


St. Petersburg, has stimulated some strong rebuttals.

r seems to be blaming him for bringing up the issue; the issue was actually 
noir Congressman Bill young and reported at length in the St. Petersburg 
Times. In addition, reader Charles B. Dew of Williams College, Williamstown MA, 
writes as follows: “As a native of St. Petersburg FL and a frequent rail traveler be- 
tween New England and St. Petersburg, I have followed the Amtrak decision to 
terminate direct rail service to Clearwater and St.Petersburg with great care. Thus 
I read with great interest President Graham Claytor’s letter to RTN defending the 
maintenance facilities and procedures used at Tampa. His letter failed to address 
several key issues, however: (1) The charges, reported in the St. Petersburg Times, 
of Tampa-based workmen at the Amtrak facility at Tampa that the shops there were 


equate to perform necessary maintenance. This situation came to light when 
hn “ a ee lost a thumb as a result of an accident at the Tampa shops. 
(2) The loss of business as passengers reacted negatively to bus service as opposed to 
direct rail service.. (3) The money lost on new facilities at Tampa while the well- 
equipped St. Petersburg shops stand unused. (4) The political loss Amtrak suffered 
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as Congressman C.W. “Bill”. Young of St. Petersburg and members of the Florida 
Congressional delegation. reacted angrily to Amtrak’s decisions regarding Tampa 
termination of rail service. (5) The negative publicity Amtrak has received in the 
St. Petersburg Times as a result of their actions regarding St. Petersburg and Clear- 
water service. The Times is probably the best newspaper in Florida and is certainly 
one of the most widely read. All in all, Presideng Claytor’s letter was noteworthy 
more for what it did not say than for what it said. A much more welcome commu- 
nication would be one admitting that Amtrak had made a serious and costly blunder 
in eliminating direct rail. passenger service to Clearwater and St. Petersburg and an- 
nouncing the speedy resumption of such service” i

AMERICAN AIRLINES AND Amtrak in late July announced an agreement 
which will link the two companies’ automated reservations systems by early autumn. 

The more than 8200 
subscribers to SABRE, which American Airlines calls “the nation’s premier comput- 
erzied travel system,” will be able to query Amtrak’s ARROW system for schedules, 
rates, services and availability on Amtrak trains and to book confirmed reservations.

" railroads. ‘The accidents by chance closely coincided with the DOT’s announcement 
that it is cracking down on drug and alcohol use among railroad employees, (There 
was no indication, however, that drug or alcohol use played any part in the. Amtrak 
wrecks, but the two topics sometimes became joined in media discussions.) . The 
National Association of RR Passengers on July 11 called on the FRA to require - 
railroads to (1), monitor weather reports continuously; (2) inspect—during flood 
alerts—track segments known to be at risk in heavy rains; and (3) consider whether _ 
restrictions should be imposed on the operation of trains without functional radios. 
In a letter to FRA Administrator John H. Riley, NARP President John R. Martin 
said that if Central Vermont had taken the lead set by BN after the Emerson, Iowa 
flood and derailment of the SF ZEPHYR in 1982, the MONTREALER derailment 
might have been avoided. The BN began constant weather monitoring at that time 
by tying in its central dispatching offices with the National Weather Service by 
means of electronic scanners. Martin said it was “outrageous” that all railroad man- 
agements have not voluntarily begun to monitor weather reports, and concluded 
that “apparently we need a new federal regulation which would require just that.” .. 
The newspaper USA Today on Jul 25 devoted its entire editorial page to the topic 
of train safety. (See Quotes of the Week for an excerpt from its main editorial.) 
One of the most interesting contributions to the page was from guest columnist 
Robert J. Church, a railroad history writer, wno noted that back in the 1950s we 
might have chosen the railroads to subsidize instead of opting for the Interstate 
Highway system. We said we need innovative departures from current attitudes 
about transportation in this country. If the seven citizens interviewed by USA Today 
are representative of people at large, the citizenry was at least half-impressed in a 
negative way by the news of the Amtrak wrecks. The paper ran a cartoon of an Am- 
trak train with the engine numbered 1313 and labelled the “Starcrossed Limited.” 
The San Francisco Chronicle the same day ran a cartoon of an Amtrak train running 
off a roller coaster...

AMTRAK’S CORPORATE CHARTER: Although expressly designated a federal ““Government 
corporation” by sec. 804 of the RPSA, which designation makes Amtrak an executive. agency 
of the United States, Amtrak also holds a charter as a private business corporation. Sec. 303 
of the District of Columbia Business Corporation Act provides, however, that for-profit cor- 
porations may NOT be organized under the Act for the purpose of “the operation of rail- 
roads,” Amtrak is obviously engaged in the “operation of a railroad’’ because it operates 
numerous trains in the Northeast Corridor. It would seem, therefore, that the charter 

issued Amtrak under the DCBCA is INVALID because the executive of the 

District of Columbia possesses no legal authority to permit the organization of a

There is still no certainty that the full 101-mile system will be completed. On Jun 29, 
as best as Metro could determine, 21-year old Karen Jones became the 500 millionth 
paying passenger since the first Red Line segment opened on Jul 29, 1976. The bil- 
lionth rider is expected sometime in 1988. 

UMTA has agreed to grant $250,000 for a feasibility study on running trolleys 
from Foggy Bottom Metro station into Georgetown, with a possible spur line up Wis- 
consin Avenue and over to Georgetown via P Street. The last cars ran on Wisconsin 
in 1959. kek 

While construction work has delayed weekend trains on the NE Corridor between 
Penn Station.and Newark, Sunday PATH riders in July to and from Newark have. nad 
to switch to buses between Harrison and Journal Square while the Hackensack River 
Bridge was undergoing repairs. Announcements in the PATH station referred to the 
bridge’s owner as NJ Transit, while the PATHWAYS July newsletter had Conrail 
listed as the proprietor. ~ 

At Penn Station, New York on Jul 14, an empty NJ Transit train was set in 
motion from track 8 by an Amtrak inspector and it collided with an inbound NJT 
local from Matawan. Sixteen passengers were injured, and the inspector was sus- " 
pended pending an investigation. — 

The Long Island Rail Road added a Saturday morning parlor car on Jul 14 to its 
8:19am train from Jamaica to the East End (7:58am from Penn). A complimentary 
continental breakfast is served. The LIRR reports that its Friday parlor car service 
is often sold out by Wednesday. 

At Grand Central, Metro North maintenance employees are complaining about 
being eaten alive by fleas, a problem apparently caused by a large wild cat popula- 
tion in the terminal’s network of tunnels. The area is being fumigated. 

The New Haven Line printed a new peak-period outbound weekday schedule 
sheet to reflect changes, from Jul 9, in departures from Grand Central to :provide 
more seats for its riders. Metro North announced Jul 17 that with a $5 permit its 
trains will carry bicycles, except during rush hours and at certain holiday periods. 
The LIRR has already been doing so for a year. 

Metro North’s Summer of Fun folder includes packages (rail, bus and admission) 
to Rye Playland, the Yonkers Raceway and the New York Botanical Gardens.

A rash of fires (120 so far this year) in the switch boxes of some of the Transit 
Authority’s subway cars has resulted in over 100 cars being removed from service. 

I spotted smoke under an IRT no. 4 Express that I was about to board at 14th St., 
and the conductor removed all the passengers. 

A TA conductor (and RTN reader) reported that he was assaulted by a passenger 
when he ordered his RR train out of service after the door indicator system failed on 
one half of the equipment, He said it took 45 minutes to convince the last passengers« 
to leave. In addition, he reported that running times for all trains will be increased by 
5-10 minutes because of slow orders and that about 10% of the platform conductor 
jobs will be eliminated. Earlier, the Transit Authority had made a survey of these 
employees and found that half of them could not be found at their posts. 


During the week of Jul 9, I taught a course on New York to out-of-town senior 
citizens at Stevens Institute in Hoboken. The course included walking tours of Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn. I moved between 17 and 35 people on 16 different PATH and 
TA subways (A, AA, CC, D, E, N, RR and no. 1 lines) without a single delay or 
problem, thanks to normal transit operations. In addition, I used two subways and the 
PATH each way to Hoboken over the same 5-day period and I experienced only one 
15-minute delay on the RR and one 10-minute delay on the PATH. The surroundings 
may not have always been beautiful, nor were all the trains air conditioned, but we 
got where we were going switfly and efficiently. 

On Monday, Jul 16 I made a round trip to Philadelphia, riding down on a packed 
PALMETTO at 8:45am and returning on a lightly-loaded TIDEWATER at 9:19pm. 
No. 89 was seven minutes late, and 96 was right on time. ©

all the fixin’s on my last night out. On 
the west side the other reason for D&RG- 
W’s closure became apparent—two land- 
slides, one small and one quite large, with 
earthmoving equipment still hard at work 
and a slow order in effect. Then came 
the real treat of the journey—the new 
D&RGW main line and the remains of 
Lake Thistle. At 8:30, west of Rio cross- 
overs, it began—first a growing water line 
across the valley, then several destroyed 
homes and the old road and rail beds. 

We went onto the new railroad, with the 
new highway well above us, then the 
main Thistle Valley and a very distinct 
high water line above the dam. The lake 
was drained recently, exposing the origin- 
al rail, road aud home sites. Then thru 
the right hand tunnel and down a grade 
of 2.2%, the earth all terraced out, look- 
ing back at the large earth dam, still con- 
sidered unstable. The magnitude of this 
event and recovery efforts is simply awe- 
some, 

We reached Provo at 8:55, noted 
flooding in Utah Lake, and then made a 
hot run to Salt Lake City, passing the 
D&RGW depot at 9:45. We stopped 
about %mile north of the UP station 
(hou 100 yards west of it) at 9:50, and 

SW10 1214 tied on the rear and pull- 
ed us over east and south until we were 
outside the D&RGW station on UP’s 
Provo subdivision (where the RIO GRAN- 
DE ZEPHYR used to wye at night). We 
then pulled ahead to track 2 for an early 
10:08pm arrival—there’s plenty of pad- 
ding in this schedule! 
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cars for switching. The UP station was 
quite busy with people, and I enjoyed, as 
always, the murals on the walls, as well 

as a new display on the history of the 
station. 

Here is how Amtrak operates its Salt 
Lake hub westbound: (1) No. 5 arrives 
facing north on track 2, and the switcher 
cuts the four rear cars, to be placed on 
rear of 25 and 35. No. 5 departs back- 
wards, pulled by switcher, then heads onto 
the WP. (2) No. 25 sits facing north on 
track 3 (farthest outside). Consist June 8 
was engine 299, cars 38012, 31042, 34035. 
It departs first, straight out. (3) No. 35 
sits on track 1 facing north (next to depot) 
Consist June 8 was engines 251 & 231; 
cars 1176, 39916, 34064, 38024. After 
the switcher pulls no. 5 out, it.does the 
same with no. 35, which heads west to 
the UP. Supposedly after June 15 the 
diner and last coach of 35-36 go to Den; 
ver, meaning a 6-car switch at Salt Lake. 
Eastbound, things are reversed and possi- 
bly a little different—Tll check that out 
this summer or fall. — 

Our no. 5, now lighter by four cars 
and many passengers who had been 
placed in our coaches for 25 and 35, left 
at 11:07 (7mins late), after no. 25 had 
left 10mins late (baggage was the culprit). 
I greeted the WP conductor and was 
amazed to learn that the entire crew 
works thru to Winnemucca—400 miles— 
probably the longest engine crew run I’ve 
ever heard of. 

I awoke at 3:10am to see the Elko 
Amshack southeast of town and check out 
the new 2.8-mile line relocation around 
south of town—it rides well, and Elko 
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One Time Only—Aug. 4-8—from Seattle/Tacoma

looked like a jewel of brightness in the 
dark of the desert night. I awoke again 
at 5:15 at Golconda, still on the paired 
track, and we met one eastbound SP 
freight. Golconda is SP milepost 435 
but WP 550, to further confuse matters. 
The track was rough, and a few riders 
were still recounting the dinner delays 
last night. 

There was a beautiful desert sunrise 
behind us as we reached Winnemucca at 
5:35am, to gather two passengers and the 
SP crew. We passed Lovelock at 6:55am, 
with two SP SD9s and a nice depot pres- 
ent. We then caught a 5-mile slow order 
over the Humboldt sinks, which are flood- 
ed from the surrounding snowy peaks and 
the Humboldt River—who would ever ex- 
pect a flood in Nevada? 

Breakfast was pancakes and juice,and 
the crew was taking bets on what would 
be left for lunch, since the 400+ crowd 
from Chicago had really eaten mucho food. 
We arrives Sparks at 8:33am, and an SD9 
put coach 34062 on the rear for the Reno 
-S.F. crowd. We were away quickly at 
8:43, and left Reno with 100 or so more 
folks at 8:58, 35mins late. The climb to 
Norden was uneventful, leaving Truckee 
at 9:51. I cussed the Roseville dispatcher 
as he lined us up west of Truckee to take 
the big tunnel under Donner Summit rath- 
er than the scenic rcute over the top—this 
saves time but there goes a great piece of 
scenery and snowsheds. 


Passing Norden with its snow at 10:20, | 


we slowly came down the west side, meet- 
ing two eastbound freights with piggybacks 
and single helper engines. Colfax came at 
11:55, then Auburn at 12:25. Then came 
several red blocks and a tie replacement 
area, and we were by Roseville at 1:15, 
Elvas at 1:35, and met no. 6 in the Sac- 
ramento station at 1:41pm—it was fun to 
look over at our countepart passengers as 
we sat together. 

Leaving at 1:47, we rolled quickly to 
Davis and Suisun on this beautiful day, 
arriving Martinez at 2:57, where we sat. for 
a bit trying to locate passengers who did- 


n’t get off. Lunch turned out to be a ham- 


burger (they were out of cheese) with gar- 
nish and milk.. Our final Oakland arrival 
was at 3:42pm, just 12mins late, after 
spectacular views of Mt. Tamalpais, the 
S.F. Bay, and of course the Golden Gate 
on a fogless day. Eastshore Lines hauled 
us over the bridge with commentary (a 
second bus, “‘Amrail’’, with more people 
and checked bags would follow), and I 
was free at 4:10. Out front of Transbay 
Terminal, were Muni no. 1 and later the 
Boat Tram, as I awaited Samtrans to the 
airport and a United DC8 back to San 
Diego.
